A British Jury? —

Not tor the first time or, for

a time to time, judges 
have reminded juries that a-liar 
is ot necessarily a criminal. 
But, on the other hand, most 
_eriminals are liars. It is only a 
question of degree as to how 
good.or bad at lying they are. 
For upon their ability to lie 
depends very often their liberty 
and sometimes their necks. A_ 


really good liar must have at’ 


very good memory and that is 
undoubtedly the mark of the 


expert inthe art. ; 
Elvira ‘Barney was’ sucha liar. 


She was a Mayfair society. 
beauty, fhe daughter of wealthy 
parents, and hér activities caused 
considerable comment in the 
newspapers on several occasions 
between the two wars. | 

This fluffy blonde débutante 
had a succession of wild adven- 
tures which culminated in her 
trial for the murder of her lover, 
Michael Stephen. At that time 
they were both in their middle 
twenties, 


Some years before her trial , 


Elvira had married a__well- 
known American-singer and they 
had separated. shortly after- 
wards, Since then she had been 
living in a mews flat in Knights- 
bridge with her lover. .. 

Both belonged to a bunch of 
young people who were motori- 
ous. for making a nuisance of 
themsélves. They gallivanted 
around London in highly colour- 
ed sports cars and. called them- 
selves “bright*young things.” 

They consumed vast quantities 
of alcohol, They wore the most 
odd clothes, and indulged in 
ritous behaviour’ and absurd 
practical jokes. 

Elvira Barney had plenty of 
money. Michael Stephen came 
from a good family but was 

_ quite penniless, having been 
turned out of horife by his father 
because of his unpleasant habits. 

He had no occupation but de- 
scribed himself as a dress de- 
signer. His means of support 
were provided by a nuraber of 
stupid women, of whom Mrs. 
Barney was the principal contri- 
butor. 

At the time of his death he 
had been living with Elvira 
Barney for about twelve months.

in were satisfied that Stephen . 
could not have taken his own 


life. They also made it clear 
that there had been a struggle, 
in theweourse of which Stephen’s 
finger could not have been on 
the trigger at any time. 

On the face of it, it was a 
fairly clear case of murder, with 
perhaps a possible defence of 
manslaughter. 

But the trial, which opened on 
July 4th, 1932, was to have an

jury saw fit to disregard not 
only the facts, but the law as 
well, and to set free a worthless

At this suggestion Stephen 
picked up the revolver and re- 
plied, “You won't do it with 
this.” i 

At no time did Mrs. Barney 
give any explanation as to how 
the revolver was available. Her 
evidence that Stephen had 
picked up the weapon was clear- 
ly untrue, as there were no 
marks of his fingers on it at all. 
at all. 

She had gone on to say that 
she had struggled with Stephen 
to get hold of the revolver and 
during the struggle the shot was 
fired. This explanation was also 
clearly untrue as it. entirely 
omitted the question of the sec- 
ond shot. 

That was~her story and she 
stuck to , but on the face of it, 
it was a pack of lies. 

It seemed obvious that even 
on her own story she was guilty 
of manslaughter, because if. as 
she said, Stephen had attempted 
to get the revolver away from 
her in order to prevent her com- 
mitting. suicide, and she strug- 


gied with him, causing the gu” 


to go off and kil! him, then she 
was guilty of manslaughter. 

Was not. perhaps, the true ex- 
planation that she shot Michael 
Stéphen in an alcoholic rage of 
jealousy” 

Why did the jury let her off? 
Why did they, in face of all the 
evidence and contrary to the 
law, decide to acquit her? Were 
they won over by the brilliant 
oratory of Sir Patrick Hastings? 

It is difficult to say but then 
the inscrutable ponderings- of 
British juries have, on occasions, 
baffled other people apart from 
thernselves.

| that have never bcen «1 j 
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with a domestic breed. They are 
believed to be descendants of the 
Auruchs, the original white cat- 
tle of ancient Britain. If one of 
the young animals is handled by 
man the rest of the herd quickly 
kill it. In 1947 winter blizzards 
reduced the herd from 33 to 13 
animals. Later 3 bulls and a 
heifer were born, increasing the 
herd to 16. None of the cows at 
that time was less than seven 
years old and two-year-old heif- 
ers were not expected to pro- 
duce for another two or three 
years. Naturally everything pos- 
sible is being done to protect the 
herd from extinction under the 
auspices of the Chillingham Wild 
Cattle Assoctation. I thought the 
story most interesting especially 


‘as I had never heard of wild, 


white cattle before. I wonder if 
any of my readers have any 
first hand knowledge of these 
cattle. 

Another article that intrigued 
me mentioned the wild ponies of 
the New Forest. When I was in 
England in 1955 I was on a bus 
trip which took me through the 
New Forest and several times the 
bus driver had to pull up sharp- 
iy to let about a dozen ponies, 
some of them mares with colts, 
wander safely away from the 
road back to the woods. The 
ponies roamed at will and were 
wild or tame according to their 
natural disposition. They would 
often enter barnyards and accept 
feed from the farmer. A fellow- 
traveller on the bus, whose home 
was in the New Forest, told me 
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her back door time after time 
looking for tit-bits. He became 
rather a nuisance so she tried 
to discourage him. But the pony 
would never take no for an ans- 
wer and would toss his head and 
stamp his feet until he got what 
he wanted. 


The whole of Britain is no 
bigger than a small portion of 
Canada but thank goodness those 
in control are, and always have 
been, foresighted enough to pre- 
serve their trees and forests, and 
the wild life that belongs to the 
woods, the fields and the streams, 
made familiar to the. public 
through rural magazines publish- 
ed in the British Isles. 


Why The Moon Looks 
Biager At Times 


Of all the tricks nature plays 
on men’s eyes, none is as old and 
inexplicable as “The Moon I['lu- 
sion.” When the moon is low on 
the horizon it invariably appears 
to be largér than when it is high 
in the sky later in the evening 


“<n yet even the mooniest lover 


knows that there is no difference 
in the distance between the two 
moons and the earthbound view- 


| er on any given night. 


Most of the giants of elassical 
astronomy have attempted” to 
explain this perplexing _ illu- 
sion by attributing it to a seem- 
ing enlargement of the horizon 
moon ‘caused by atmosphere 
haze. Ptolemy of Egypt (second 
century A.D.) first suggested this 
theory, and Galileo and Kepler, 
among others, also held to it. 
Recently, psychologists have 
treated the moon illusion as a 
problem in perception, related to 
the muscular effort involved in 
raising and lowering the eyes To 
test such an idea, E. G. Boring, 
the Harvard psychologist, had 
observers Houble over and view 
the moon from between their 
legs. He found the, results-incon- 
clusive. 


Last month, Prof. Irvin Rock, 
37, of Yeshiva University and 
Lloyd Kautman, 33, of the Sper- 
ry Gyroscope Co., told the East- 
ern Psychological Association 
they solved the problem -by less 
contorted means. Using an old 
gunsight and a light source, they 
can reflect an artificial but real- 
looking moon onto fhe retinas of 
the eyes while the observer is 
viewing the real sky through a 
piece of glass. In addition, a 
shutter permits them to vary the 
size of the “moon.” 

With/ two such scopes, one 
pointed at the horizon and the 
other at the zenith, Rock and 
Kaufman were able to re-create 
the moon illusion at will for 
systematic testing. The explana- 
tion they hit upon as a result of 
their investigation required no 
radical theories, but only a re- 
shuffling of Ptolemaic and mod- 
ern psychological ideas. 


Ptolemy had a second theory 
which stated that a filled space 
is perceived by the observer as 
being Jarger than a equivalent, 
but empty, space. Thus, the dis- 
tance to the sky on the horizon 
appears greater than the dis- 
tance to the sky above, because 
of the intervening terrain. Here, 
Emmert’s law of perception takes 
over: If there are two objects 
the same distance away but one 
seems farther away, then it must 
appear larger to the subjective 
brain — even though both of the 
optical images recorded on the 
retina are the same. 

Or, crudely put, take away the 
horizon and intervening terrain, 
and the illusion of varying size is 
destroyed.

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One Time The Clown 


Played It Straight 


Max Baer’s career remains one 
of the greatest enigmas of the 
fight game. Possessed of a tre- 
mendous physique and a master 
of scientific boxing strategy, he 
never wanted to fight. In fact he 
hated it. He preferred to clown 
his way through the ring, in- 
stead of proving his ring great- 
ness. 


The clue to his failure to live 
up to his potential was his atti- 
tude after his powerful blows 
killed Frankie Campbell in 1930. 
After that he just toyed with his 
opponents and clowned through 
his fights — that is until the 
night of June 8, 1932, when he 
met Max Schmeling at New 
York's Yankee Stadium. 


his fight with Schmeling, 
Baer reverted to his old fo 
and the 60,000 cheering fans saw 
a raging tiger with the killer in- 
stinct of the jungle, stalking his 
German opponent. And the rea- 
son was that the Jewish blood 
of Baer’s veins was boiling at 
Hitler’s progroms and he vent 
his spleen on Max Schmeling, of 
Hamburg, the symbol of Nazi 
Germany's ring might. 


Before a wildly cheering, jam 
packed stadium Baer virtually 
slaughtered Schmeling. For ten 
action packed rounds, Max Baer, 
the larruping thumper from 
Livermore, Calif., threw every- 
thing he had at his opponent. 
The result was a decided upset, 
since Schmeling had been ruled 
a favorite at odds ranging be- 
tween 2 and 4 to 1 before the 
battle. ; 


The contest was waged partly 


for the benefit of the House of 


Cavalry Cancer Hospital in the 
Bronx. The gross receipts were

buckled, his body started to sag 
and he. began to crumple to the 
floor. But, with that courageous- 
ness for which he has been noted, 
Sehmeling instinctively forced 
himself erect against his infuriat- 
ed foe, It was typical of Schmel- 
ing, but what Baer did was not 
typical of the usually clowning 
Baer. 


He blazed away at his stagger- 
ing foe, a helpless figure, an un- 
protected target. Baer battered 
Schmeling around the ring under 
a shower of pile-driving rights 
to the jaw until, finally, Schmel- 
ing collapsed. under a_ terrific 
right to the jaw, which dropped 
him in his tracks. 


The German lay motionless for 
a brief spell after he hit the ring 
canvas. One, two, three, four 
seconds were tolled off before 
he pulled himself together. 


Around and about Schmeling 
the scene was a veritable bedlam. 
‘Men and women were frantic, 
some for Baer, who towered over 
his prostrate foe, ready to strike 
him down again should Schmel- 
ing arise, 

The cries of the populace were 
combined in an ear-splitting din 
that was lost on Schmeling. 


Six, seven, the count proceed- 
ed, and Schmeling was getting 
up. Eight, and he was on one 
knee about to rise. Nine, and he 
was on his feet, swaying crazily, 
arms dangling at -his side, his 
eyes glassy, but his face was to 
the foe and his instinct led him 
forward to his own ruin, 


Baer, with the urge for victory 
surging within him and the op- 
portunity of a lifetime at hand, 
‘leaped at his foe, He piled into 
Schemling ahd drummed savage 
rights to the German's head and 
jaw in an effort again to beat 
down the former world’s champ- 
ion. 

-Crazily: Schmeling careened 
about the ring, helpless and in- 
capable of protecting himself. 
Finally the German backed to 
the ropes near a neutral corner. 
Baer then punched and punched 
to the head and Schmeling in- 
stinctively threw up his leaden 
arms in an attempt at protection. 

Finally Referee Arthur Dono- 
van, convinced that Schmeling 
was helpless, stepped between 
the gladiators, signaled the end 
of the battle and gave Baer a 
technical knockout victory over a 
fighter whom many had picked 
to defeat him. 

There could be no criticism of 
Referee Donovan's intervention, 
because never was a ring arbiter 
more justified in leaping to the 
rescue of a helpless boxer. An- 
other punch to Schmeling’s jaw 
or head might have proved of 
seridus consequences. 

Schmeling was beaten and 
through, He was as thoroughly 
knocked out as ever a man was, 
although he was standing on his 
feet at the finish. 

“Tl have no fault to find with 
the referee for stopping the 
fight,” Schmeling said in his 
dressing room after the fight. 
“The punch that put me on the 
floor hurt and things might have 


resulted seriously if Donovan 
hadn't intervened. 
“Until the tenth round I 


wasn't bothered much by Baer's 
right. What did trouble me was 
his backhand punching, which 
threw me off my stride continu- 
ally. And I was not my normal 
self after the fourth round, I felt 
tired and couldn't put any snap 
in my punches.” 

Baer snatched his victory from 
what looked like imminent de- 
feat and scored as many had pre- 
dicted in advance he would if

Even Joe Jacobs, Schmeling’s

kicked the egg out of the nest. 
On the worst days, as the mur- 
ky mass descends on the city, 


the switchboard at City Hall 


lights up with hundreds of calls 
from irate citizens. Once, a Los 
Angeles resident scrawled a note 
to his wife, “. .. Try to live 
where there is plenty of fresh 
air,” walked into the next room, 
and shot himself. ~ 

For decades, Los Angeles and 
other California cities have been 
trying to do something about 
their smog (which is created by 


a peculiar photochemical reac- | 


tion that occurs when hot sun 
beats down on-thin smoke in 
still air). Los Angeles ordered 
incinerators scrapped and made 
it a misdemeanor for industry to 
burn oil from May through Octo- 


ber, when natural gas is avail-_ 


able. 

But the masses of autos—puff- 
ing out exhaust—remained be- 
yond the reach of enforcement 
authorities. In Los Angeles 
County, for “example, some $ 
million automobiles and trucks 
pour 8,000 tons of fine carbon 
and smoke particles into the air 
every day. Last month the Cali- 
fornia Legislature decided the 
etate had had enough of tais, 
and it passed the first law in 
the nation that requires all cars 
@nd trucks to be equipped with 
anti-smog devices!» 

As soon as possible, a special 
‘board will test and certify at 
least two acceptable devices out 
of the twenty types that have 
been proposed (most re-burn 
engine exhausts). Thereafter, 
motorists buying new or used 
cars in the state must install 
such a device within a year. 
Present owners of commercial 
yehicles will have two years to 
do this, while all car owners 
must conform within three 
years. The cost; Anywhere from 
$50 to $150, depending upon 
the make and type of car. Only 
exceptions are motorists in 
counties whose boards of super- 
visors rule they have no smog 


problem (expected to be about 
18 per cent of the state’s 7 mil- 
lion vehicles). _

Ever Heard Of 
Napoleon Comeau? 


For a long time, nuw, I have 
had no good answer for those 
who burst upon my country read- 
ing- with stylish literary ap- 
proaches and say, “Oh’ have you 
read ‘Dolly’s Folly’ ty Paddy 
Capucci?” I never had. 

Over the fleeting years I've 
read quite a bit, and can often 
astonish everybody with the 
variety of lore I can lift from 
my literary limbo — but some- 
how it always turns out that 
whatever the current “Dolly's 
Folly” is, I've missed it. Never 
having read a book merely be- 
cause it is popular, I know I've 
let that develop into a pattern— 
I resist. Let two or three people 
speak of “Dolly’s Folly,” and 
there’s a book I'll never read. — 

It happened with ‘ Anthony 
Adverse.” I've never read “An- 
thony Adverse.” There was a 


time everybody was regding it, . 


and five or six times a day 
somebody would ask me if I 
had. I'd say no, and they'd 
sneer. That was the era of the 
reader. One 
man boasted he was so strong 
he had read it with one hand. 
You couldn’t get sugar at the 
store unless you had read it. 


I wouldn't have read “Anthony 
Adverse” then if it had been the 
only book in print and beguil- 
ing the time was my only duty. 
At the time I read “Rollins’s 
History,” an eight-volume con- 
densation of everything, and a 
twelve-volume vituperation by 
somebody called Brann the 
Iconoclast. “No.” L would say to 
these people. “But have you read 
Brann. the Iconoclast?” This was 
no good, Nothing I had read 
could complete with the pre- 
valent “Dolly’s Folly.” And after 
this goes on for year after year, 
it gets ridiculous.. 


The cumulative evidence is 
that I’ve never read anything. It 
might just be that I have read 
a great deal more than they 
have, but it doesn’t count. It 
isn’t impressive. It isn’t in style. 
Well, I now have the answer. 
Toss at me any current model, 
and I will toss back “Napoleon 
Comeau.” Have you ever read 
“Napoleon Comeau?” 


I imagine it’s the man’s name. 
Somehow it stops book lovers in 
their tracks and teases their 
minds off their present emphasis. 
lam grateful to the man who in- 
troduced me to “Napoleon Com- 
eau,” for I now am able to turn 
aside ceftly, immediately, and 
with total effect every disciple 
of every “Dolly’s Folly.” 

The man was Dr. Armand Al- 
bert of Van Buren, Maine. I had 
dropped in socially to. watch him 
tie a few trout flies, at which 
he is good, and during the visit 


“Napoleon Comeau’?” It sound- 
ed just like the usual literary 
opener, but its coming from Dr. 
Albert made me pause. It wasn’t 
likely. Dr. Albert is a special 
person. He makes you think of 
those old “vrais honnetes- 
hommes” of the French Philoso- 
phers who studied affairs and 
their causes, and detested the 
specific. 

Dr. Armand would not be one 
to read a book merely because 
somebody else had read it. He 
is a “character” in the good 
senses of the word, beloved in 
all northern Maine. He studied 
medicine at McGill in French, 
and came down to Maine to take 
his state boards in English — 
something of a stunt if you 
dwell on it. Passing them, he 
set. up shop in remote Van 
Buren and has been there unto 
retirement, passing his time 
now in reflecting on all things 
and making trout flies, permit- 
ting the unrelated to pass by on 
the other. side. Coming from 


sound like a “Dolly’s Folly.” 
The upshot was that he loaned 
me his precious “Napoleon Com- 
eau,” and I have now read it. 
Napoleon, a hundred years ago, 
was a French-Canadian boy 
growing up in*the rugged wilds 
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Pimlico section of London, 


him, “Napoleon Comeau” didn’t. 


on the North Shore of the Saint 
Lawrence River. He never heard 
English until he was in his teens, 
and his only formal schooling 
occupied ten months at Trois- 
Rivieres where his morality was 
enhanced more by stealing 
melons than by the books. 

While stealing melons, he was 
apprehended by the owner, & 
minister, and brought into the 
minister’s parsonage where he 
was stood in’ his shame. before 
two beautiful daughters abott 
his own age — a wonderful op- 
portunity had it occurred under 
other circumstances. “I - would 
introduce you,” the minister said 
to his lovely daughters, “but this 
young man hasn't told me his 
name!” 

Out of this, Napoleon learned 
a great lesson, and says, S0. But 
schooling was short, and he went 
back to the Indians, where he 
became while still young 4 
“guardian” of the fisheries, a 
post he held always after. He 
trapped, fished, hunted, and ex- 
plored all that great region and 


became one of-the truly great 


Canadians. One day he would 
trail poachers, the next he 
would guide British aristocracy 
on sporting trips. 

He represented Hudson's Bay, 
was an agent of Canada. As 
custedian, judge, missionary, 
guide, ‘explorer, and everything 
else he became a legend in his 
own time, and has been likened 
to Dr. Grenfell. His education 
became enormous, thoroughly 
catholic, and as a naturalist and 
biologist he has no peer in Can- 
ada. 


And his nartne was ‘Napoleon 
Comeau. I think it’s the name as 
much as anything that stops peo- 
ple. Then, after the name, I rip 
off some small anecdote of his, 
dnd the “Dolly's Folly” folks 
yeer off. Such as his camp, far 
up, where they had no stove and 
built- around an open fire with 
a hole to let out smoke, and how 
the aroma of baking bread at- 
tracted an owl. Housewives, 
surrounded today with conven- 
iences, buy bread at the market, 
and this yarn makes them think. 

And the book: is in the smooth- 
est, simplest, .most wonderful 
English prose, a kind unattain- 
able by many great writers, I 
am indebted to Dx, Albert and 
Napoleon Comeau.'. They have 
proved my answer to those who 
invade my rural reading habits 
with the “Dolly’s Folly” ap- 
proach.

‘After a desperate battle, two 
Sydney fishermen. caught a four- 
teen-foot shark that had become 
entangled in their lines. Exhibit-

He had left home on April 8th 


‘that year, 193b, nine days before 


the shark was captured, saying 


The 
dissected body of the shark 
yielded nothing. - 


At first the police thought ° 


Smith had committed suicide by 
tying a rope round his arms and 
‘body, weighting it with some 
heavy object, and leaping into 
the sea. Suspecting foul play, 


' they interviewed associates of 


the dead man, but found no one 
who'd been fishing with him or 

wth seen him set out for the 
ay 


The probability wes that 
Smith had never gone fishing at 
all,.but had gone to a certain 
seaside cottage with another 
man, for it was reported that a 
tin trunk and ‘mattress had 
vanished from the cottage, and 
a@ rope and three mats from the 
owner's boat. 


If the ar... had been bitten off 


by the shark while Smith was 


atill alive, this wduld favour ac- 
eidental death or suicide. Sir 
Sydney Smith, famous Professor 
of Forensic Medicine. at Edin- 
burgh University, happened to 
be in Sydney on a round-the- 
world trip at the time, so he was 
asked to examine the arm and 
give an opinion on this point. 

He found that it had been 
severed at the shoulder by a 
clean-cut incision, not bitten off. 
He went further. The condition 
of the blood and tissues suggest- 
ed that it had been amputated 
aome hours after death. 

In a deeply absorbing account 
ef his criminal cases—“Mostly 
Murder"”—Sir Sydney concludes 
that Smith was killed by his 
eompanion in a quarrel, his body 
probably cut up in the cottage 
on the mattress and mats taken 
from the boat, and the parts 

in the tin trunk—except 
the arm. 

Unable to get this into the 
packed trunk, the murderer at- 
tached it to the outside with the. 
rope from the boat, tying one 
end of it round the wrist. The 
trunk, mattress and mats were 
then taken out to sea and dump- 
ed, but the arm worked loose 
and was swallowed by the shark. 

“What a queer series of coin- 
eidénces it was that brought the 
crime to light!” Sir Sydney com- 
ments. “The trunk was just a 
little too smal] to take all the 
remains, and ‘the only part of the 


body with a distinguishing mark 


was the part left out.” This part 
worked loose, and was swallow- 
ed whole by the shark, and, out 
of the thousands of sharks that 
infest the beaches of Australia, 
that particular animal had to be 
caught alive. 

Further, that particular shark 
had to have a stomach upset and 
bring up the arm, thus provid- 
ing the only clue. 

There was an arrest and mur- 
der charge, followed by formal 
hearings and adjournments pend- 
ing the inquest. But the Su- 
preme Court later decided an 
inquest could be held only if

Tried To Come Back 
The vital spark was not there. 


Jim Jeffries, only the empty 
shell of the great fighter of 


seven years previous, was. whip- 


ped by Jack Johnson at Reno, 
Nev., on July 4, 1910, before the 
most remarkable assemblage of 
sporting men ever gathered in 


son not only outclassed Jeffries, 
but actually played with the big 
white man as he played with 
little Tommy Burns and Stanley 
Ketchell. 

The end, while it came with 
the suddenness of a thunder- 
gclap, was not a surprise, cy 
had been in plain sight from 


fifth round. There could. have © 


been only one ending, and even 
the most rabid Jeffries enthu- 
siasts could not “kid” themselves 
into thinking that their man had 
a chance after the fifth round. 


It was not that Jim took much 
punishment, for the blows John- 
son landed were not enough to 
have beaten a man of ordinary 
vitality, but Jeffries did not dis- 
play a semblance of his old-time 
form, There were nore of his 
short, determined rushes; none 
of his trip-hammer blows to the 
body, and when, after the fifth 
round, Jack began man-handling 
Jeffries in the clinches, and eas- 
ily blocking any attempt at re- 
taliation, there was nothing to 


do but wait for the end of = ; 


fight. 

It must be remembered, how- 
ever, that Jim had not ‘entered 
the ring since August 26, 1904, 
when he defeated Jack Munroe 
at San Franisco, Calif. 
rounds, and then retired as the 
undefeated heavyweight cham- 
pion. 


When Jack Johnson, finality 
ended up as titleholder, friends 
persuaded the once mighty Jim 
to make a comeback as the only 
“white hope” to regain the crown 
from the colored champion, Con- 
sequently, instead of the old 
Jeffries, one saw a man who 
ducked and clinched and fum- 
bled away with both hands in 
the clinches, while Johnson sys- 
tematically and methodically 
whipped up either hand to the 
face, bringing the blood in

the right. 

Jeffries shuffled into a ake 
There was nothing about his leg 

action to indicate that he was 
groggy, but he seemed tired and 


The 
right eye was closed to a blue 
slit inthe puffed flesh; the left 
was swollen, the nose was 
split and blood wast trickling 
from the lips. 
Many a time Jeffries had tak- 
en more punishment and won

that he was at the end of his 
string. 

Johnson came up: swiftly, his 
lips parted and his eyes shifting 
ftom side to side. There was no 
smile on his face and he forgot 
to nod to his friends at the ring- 
side. Once he led with his left 
and the two men came togther, 
locking arms in a clinch. Jeffries 
hung on for a few seconds and 
then disentangled himself, back~ 
ing slowly away toward the 
west side of the ring and toward 
his own corner, Johnson follow- 
ing with left extended. 


Again the men clinched and 
this time Jeffries came to a halt 
with the upper rope across his 
back. This time it was Johnson 
who broke from the clinch, and 
as he did so he drove his right 
to the body, following it imme- 


of the chin. Jeffries’ hands drop- 
ped at his sides and he bent 
double, slowly collapsing to a 
sitting position. He tried to rise 
but fell over backward, half in 
and half out of the ring, his legs 
over the lower rope. 


The thing came so swiftly that 
it took the crowd by surprise 
and there was no noise, except 
the noise by the thousands rising 
in their seats. A thin, scattering 
eheer from the bleacher seats 
was not sufficient to drown the 
voice of Timekeeper George 
Harting. Jack Jeffries moved 
over, and placing his arms under 
his jbrother’s shoulder, helped 
him back into the ring. Jeffries 
was helpless and staggering, and 
just as his knees cleared the 
floor, Johnson stepped forward 


' to deliver a right to the jaw, but 


Tex Rickard pushed Jack aside. 
Jeffries swayed over toward his 
corner, and Johnson stepped in 
with a deliberate jaw punch, 
which sent the white man to the 
floor. 

Jeffries lurched to his feet just 
at the count of ten, and as he 
raised himself from the floor he 
spat out a great mouthful of 
blood. The last blind instinct of 
the fighting animal warned Jef- 
fries to clinch and he hung on 
with what little strength he had 
left, while Johnson mauled him 
clear across the ring That was 
the end of Jim. Tex Rickard 
stepped between the fighters and 
stopped the bout.

How Can I? 
By Roberta Lee 


Q. How can I insure perfect, 
straight seams in my home sew- 
ing? 

A. Try placing a one-inch piece 
of cellophane tape on the needle 
plate of your sewing machine,, 
%-inch from the needle point. 
Then you can run your material 
along the edge of this tape. Al- 
most all patterns call for %%-inch 
seams, 


Q. What is a good way to pre- 
vent moths in stored clothing or 
furniture? 


A. Bend an ordinary straight 
pin to form a hook, heat the pin- 
head, and insert it into a moth 
ball. When cool, it will be 
cemented into place. Then hook 
the moth ball into the clothing 
or attach it to the furniture to 
be stored. 


Q. How can I give my hair a 
good dry shampoo? 

A. Beat the whites of two 
eges as stiff as possible, then 
take this a handful at a time 
*and rub it into the scalp with 
a light circular movement of the 
fingers. Dry in the sun for at 
least 20° minutes, then brush 
with a clean brush for several 
minutes. This will leave the hair 
soft, fluffy and clean. 


Q. What can I do, when. re- 
stringing beads, if the holes in 
the beads are too small for a 
needle to pass through? 

A. Discard the needle and rub 
a little glue on the end of the 
thread. When this is dry (which 


takes only a few minutes), it 


will be hard and stiff, and you 
can then proceed with your 
etringing. 


Q. Please suggest a good, effi-

_slassware. 

A. One of the best ways is to 
wse-newspaper. The inside of the 
glass should be damp.

ord and eight seconds faster than 
McGill had done before. 

“The only possible answer for 
McGill’s sudden improvement,” 
said swimming coach Phil Mori- 
arty of Yale, “lies in the fact 
that he shaved the hair off his 
body (and cut down water re-

sistance).” > 

Had McGi scovered a sec- 
ret weapon fifat would help U.S. 
Olympic s this summer? 


Probably not™Several Australian 
swimmers shaved their bodies 
during the 1956 Olympic Games 
in Melbourne and at Rome this 
summer the Ausies will gain 
be shorn.

An expert onion grower in 
Spain has been trying to find 
out where onions originated. 
He’s well on the scent when he 
says that he thinks it must have 
been Egypt, although onions 
have been cultivated in many 
countries from time immemorial. 

The ancient Egyptians certain- 
ly ate onions and used the onion 
as an emblem on. their tombs. 
They became so fond of- one 
species of onion’ that they ac- 
corded: it divine honours. 

But if you want to know your 
onions nowadays, go to any of 
the Mediterranean countries. The 
warm climate increases the su- 
gar or rather the sweet sacchar- 
ine content in the bulb and so 


- lessens the strong acidic taste 


so typical of species of onions 
grown elsewhere. 

Housewives, of course, think it 
a crying shame that onions make 
their eyes water, but experts say 
they don’t really do this. 

“They merely increase the 
normal flow of tears over the 
eyeball,” we're told. “The tear 
ducts in our eyelids are con 
stantly sending cleansing liquid 
to clean our eyes and that is 
why we blink. The onion con- 
tains a white, acrid, volatile 
oil which attacks the nerves of 
our noses and eyes, Thie stimu- 
lates the tear ducts — hence 
those tears!”

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Gardening Is 
A Growing Business 


To the man or woman who 
grows them, plants mean far 
more’ than a patch of color. They 
sometimes seem to take on a 
personality of their own. Thieves 
once grabbed a bunch of dahlias 
from engineering company exe- 
cutive Conrad E. Faust’s garden 
in Atlanta. The next day, his 
wife spotted the culprits — by 
recognizing not the thieves, but 
the flowers. “Dahlias are just 
Faust explains. 
“Each one is an individual.” 

The postwar back-to-the-soil 
movement springs partly from 
an .atavistic «reative urge. “It's 
iike a fever, this hidden urge to 
plant,” says nurseryman Frank 
A. Smith of Atlanta. Speaking 
for gardeners, Dr.’ Maurice 
Weiner, a Detroit pediatrician 
who rises at 6 on summer morn- 
ings to tend his 600 rose .bushes, 
calls gardening “& primitive re- 
action” from modern tensions. 
“Everyone wants beauty, and 
flowers let them have it,” adds 
president William Harris of New 
York’s/ Goldfarb’s, one of the 
few atnong the 25,000 U.S. retail 
nursery firms with a multi- 
million-dollar business. 

The trek to suburbia gave this 
primeval passion an _ outlet. 
“There are just more gardens 
now,” says Vaughan's Charles 
Keegan. And the industry has 
followed. the customers. Seed 
stores, Dr. Carleton notes, have 
virtually disappeared from the 
cities (though other retailers still 
stock seeds for the window-sill 
set). In their place, “garden cen- 
ters” have been springing up — 
huge, supermarket-style affairs 
that cater to every garden whim, 
Goldfarb’s first outlet of this 
type, Harris recalls, developed 
25 years ago by accident when 
Sunday drivers began stopping 
by his firm’s Long Island green- 
houses. The fifth and latest in 
the firm's Eastern chain of. “Ar- 
cadian Gardens,” however, was 
no accident. Spotted on a New 
Jersey highway, it cost approxi-

Gold — The Age-Old 
King Of Metals 
Men's 


hunger for gold has 


never ceased: in search of it, as 


the Elder Pliny wrote with all 
the sententiousness at his com- 
mand, they explore every vein in 
the earth, and dwell upon her 
hollowed frame; and from the 
earliest times it has achieved a 
place in their economic history 
which (as has been well said) is 
out of all proportion to the as- 
sistance it has given in their 
struggle against Nature. 

What, then, is the force of its 
appeal? It is possible to list some 
150 substances which at, various 
times and in various parts of 
the world have been invested 
with some universality of value, 
almost equally divided between 
the animal, the vegetable and the 
mineral. Of the minerals, some 
(like copper and iron and lead 
‘and tin) have always been prized 
for their practical utility. 

Silver, tod, has aiways been 
prized, but for its decorative 
quality; and it is this same qual- 
ity which has always in the past 
made gold the king of metals in 
nearly all places where know- 
ledge of it has penetrated. For 
gold is much moré scarce than 
silver, and it is a curious fact 
that, though it has been always 
available, the quantity in which 
it has been produced had always 
lagged behind the universal de- 
mand for it: even today, when 
output is immeasurably higher 
than in any previous century, it 
is still perfectly true to say that 
the demand {s much greater than 
the supply. 

Nevertheless, relative scarcity 
ig not the only’ reason for an 
age-long hunger which has some- 
times amounted to~ a passion, 
Scarcity must be combined with 
positive beauty before it can ex- 
ert such overwhelming attrac- 
tion; and it is the positive beauty 
of gold, allied to the compara- 
tive ease with which it can be 
worked, which in past ages has

aches at Squaw Valley last win- 
ter, are now giving Romans mi- 


_ graine head-splitters. 


Four months before the open- 
ing of the XVII Olympiad next 
August, Rome's 74-acre Olympic 
Village, designed to provide liv- 
ing facilities for 8,000 people, 
stands unfinished on concrete 
stilts, isolated by mud, the prod- 
uct of record-breaking rains. The 
Halian Olympic Committee has 
poured nearly $25 million into 
preparations for the Games 
(much of it on ten glittering sta- 
diums), yet some people doubt 
that the village will-be complete- 
ly ready in time. Col. Giuseppe 
Fabre, an able Italian soldier 
who has n named to supervise 


the village, recently offered a_ 


half-serious solution: “Postpone 
the Games for a year.” The 
Olympic committee turned him 
down.“ They'd sold too many 
tickets,” Colonel Fabre said. 
While the basic construction 
of the village is likely to be fin- 
ished within a month, Colonel 
Fabre still will have enormous 
headaches. “We have to bring in 
700 train cars of furnishings,” he 
told Newsweek's Bill Pepper. 
“The mattresses for 8,000 beds 
alone stretch out more than 10 
miles.” He shook his head. “Thi 
isn’t really a village,” he said. 
“It’s a hotel. A village means 
families, and families help them- 
selves. A light bulb burns out

burns out here, no record-break- 
ing champion is going to reach 
up and'fix it.” Families also cook 
their own meals.

In Search of Sodom 


| And Gamorrah 


All that is left of the Biblical 
cities of Sodom and Gomorrah, 
those sinful centers of wealth, 
riches, and\ pleasure palaces, now 
can be found in Genesis, chapter 
19, verse 24: “The Lord rained 
upon Sodom and upon Gomor- 
rah brimstone and fire,” 


In recent years, however, Bi- 
blical scholars have offered the- 
ories that the ruins of thes 


under the Dead Sea. 


For the past two years, two 
amateur skin divers have been 
planning, studying, and rehears- 
ing for a careful probe of the 
southeastern corner of the Dead 

. Last month everything was 

dy for this adventurous tn- 
derwater search. “We don’t ex- 
pect to find a sign down there 
reading ‘Welcome to Gomorrah’,” 
said Allen Vincent-Barwood, a 
former Canadian Navy frogman 
now a professor in the Depart- 
ment of Education at the Ameri- 
can University of Beirut in Leb- 
anon. “We hope to bring up 
something which could be dated 
to the time of Sodom and Gom- 
orrah.” 

Barwood’s partner is Melvin 
Rizzi, a native of New York now 
working as a communications 
expert with the U.S. Embassy in 
Amman, Jordon. Their hopes for 
success are based on a wealth of 
historical data and a Bedouin 
legend about “buildings beneath 
the sea.” From studies of geol- 
ogy, archeology, and the Bible, 
this picture of past events has 
emerged: The southern end of 
the Dead Sea,.below the Lisan 
peninsula, was once dry land. It 
was here, Biblical experts say, 
that the five “Cities of the 
Plain” prospered—Sodom, Gom- 
orrah, Zoar, Admah, and Zeboim. 
About 4,000 years ago, the plain 
was apparently hit by an earth- 
quake and eruption, perhaps the 
source of the Bible’s “fire and 
brimstone.” The seizure either 
caused the plain to settle or 
broke a levee, flooding Sodom 
and Gomorrah. The other cities 
evidently were spared. 

Archeologists found the first 
evidence to support this idea six 
years ago, when they came

Barwood and Rizzi tried some 
practice dives in the Dead Sea 
during Christmas week last year 
and discovered that it wasn 
going to: be easy. Sixty-five 
pounds of weights were neces- 
sary to keep them under the 
buoyant water, which is 25 per 
cent salt. (Only 3.5 pounds are 
needed in the Mediterranean.) 
The high mineral and salt con- 
tent reduces vicibility to inches 
at times, corredes gear, and in- 
flames skin. Both explorers had 
swollen, raw lips for days. 


Armédd with a permit from the 
Jordan Antiquities Department, 
a Jordanian helicopter and mo- 
tor launch, and an Arab boy and

Not 
so another:skin diver named 
Ralph Baney, who appeared on 
the Dead Sea scene recently, 
seemingly out for bigger stakes. 

Fattish and 48, Baney is a 
churchless Baptist minister who 
now directs “an orphanage in 
Bethlehem—which he flambboy- 
antly promotes by mailing. out 
vials of Jordan water and “holy 
soil,” 

After a dive !ate last month, 
Baney claimed he had found an 
ancient broken dike and rem- 
nants of a past civilization on 
the sea floor. “We have located 
two cities ... which are be- 
lieved to be Sodom and Gomor- 
rah,” he announced and headed 
to the U.S. to proclaim his deeds. 

But Dia Rifai of the Antiqu- 
ities Department was unimpress- 
ed: “Baney did not produce any 
evidence of the existence of two 
cities. His reports are solely 
based on wishful thinking.”—

The blue-uniformed usher sta- 
tioned at the mirrored doors of 
the Waldorf-Astoria ~Hotel’s 
Basildon Room one day recently 
was under strict orders to let 
no one enter without an identifi- 
cation badge. Behind the guard- 
ed doors, some of the nation’s 
top newspaper publishers en- 
gaged in a lively, hour-long dis- 
cussion. Their provocative topic: 
Junkets and freeloading for 
members of the press. 

Except for an official, but non- 
committal, summation, what 
went) on at this session of the 
American Newspaper Publishers 
Association’s annual convention 
in New York was supposed to be 
secret. But inevitably, publishers 


most of them wanted to remain 
anonymous. 

Richard Amberg, publisher of 
the Newhouse chain's St. Louis 
Globe-Democrat, chaired the dis- 
cussion and later told Newsweek: 
“Tl believe the industry as a 
whole is quietly undergoing self- 
*txamination. We've been point- 
ing the finger of scorn at our 
competitors, TV and radio, for 
payola practices, and we damn 
well don’t want to be caught at 
the same thing. Like Caesar’s 
wife, we have to be beyond re- 
proach.” 

,But what it takes to remain 
beyond reproach was a matter 
of varied opinion. An East Coast 
business mariager said his paper 
already has ruled out gifts worth 
more than $10. A Northeastern 
publisher said: “I don’t mind if 
someone gets a bottle of Scotch 
at Christmas, but a case is too 
much.” ~ , 

However, as Amberg remark- 
ed, individuals can still get 
around the rules. “If » wrestling 
promoter sends a case of Scotch 
to a sportswriter’s home,” he 
said, “the publisher could dis- 
claim any knowledge of it and 
say the action was in violation of 
instructions, Lots of people feel 
that way.” ; 


More important was the ques. 
tion of junkets lavished on the 
press by airlines, hotel chains 
and foreign: governments. “How 
do you square the city editor's 
junket on a maiden jet flight to 
Brussels with a ¢opy hoy who 
can't pet passes to ser the Cur 
dinals?”

THis soft-voiced woman loves 
her native Shetlands. “Never in 
my life ‘have I been away from 
them,” she says. Her husband, 


Willy, is a crofter. He could al-_ 
most claim to be a traveller, 


for he did once go outside the 
Shetlands — “abroad” to Kent 
during the first world war. 
On @ie Sinclairs’ tiny croft, 
at the end of which they can 
look down to where the Atlan- 
tic pounds the jagged cliffs, they 
grow potatoes, oats and turnips. 
During the winter months they 
are frequently snowed up for 
many weeks on end so they live 
principally }on the fish which 
they dry above their peat stove. 
In winter it is lighting-up time 
— they use oil lamps — shortly 
after three in the afternoon. It 
is necessary on some of the 
darker mornings to keep lamps 
burning until nearly mid-day. 


In mid-summer it is possible. 


‘at midnight to take’ a meai in 
the open and then lie back and 
read without any artificial light. 
There ‘is little or no real dark- 
ness in all the twenty-four ours 
in a summer’s day.

For lack of something better 
to do, a well-heeled, German- 
speaking New Yorker picked up 
a telephone recently, asked the 
overeas operator for Vienna 
1717, and shortly tuned in on 
Austria’s “Joke of. the Day.”

There is, of course, one catch 
If a caller doesn’t hang up 
quickly enough, he also gets a 
commercial for his schilling. (A 
leading sponsor: UHV, maker of 
an all-purpose glue.)

A toddler, 20 
months old, was fascinated by a 
new set of swings over in the 
next lot. One minute she was 
playing happily in her own back- 
yard; the next came a frightened 
cry. The child had her head 
wedged betweétn the prongs of 
the teeter-totter. To wind up the 
list a year-old baby was. rescued 
from the second-top step of the 
basement stairs in her home. 

The moral to all this? You 
know it — parents, and grand- 
parents too, have to be constant- 
ly on the alert to keep children 
away from danger. One thought 
we can take to our comfort — 
“The Lord looks after children 
and fools.” If it were not so.

It was an inconspicuous little 
poster that caught my eye that 
last iday before we returned to 
America. There it was on the 
bulletin board of the public li- 
brary’ in Manchester, England. 


It seemed to me unique — not 
to be classed with some of tHe 
delightful street signs and park 
notices which I had earlier re- 
corded as “typically British.” 
No, this was in a class by itself, 
I thought, as I copied it verba- 
tim into my diary. Let me share 
it with you:

Voluntary Unofficial Aunts 


The V.U.A. without payment 
or subscription will be pleased 
to help in the following and 
similar ways: 

1. To stay in the house in 
charge of children, enabling the 
parents to go out together for 
an hour or two oceasionally, 
knowing the children are safe 
and not in danger of fire. 

2. To visit and read to old 
people or invalids, and fhus also 
give relief to those in charge. 

3. When motorists are avail- 
able, to take patients to the doc- 
tor, dentist, hospital, ete.

It was not until some time 
after our return home that/curi- 
osity prompted me to write to 
the address given and make in- 
quiry about the nature of this 
unusual organization. So modest 
was the first reply, that I wrote 
again and this is what I learned. 

About 30 years ago, Mrs. Clara 
Hardy, troubled by reports of 
the number of children who 
were left alone in homes and 
realizing the need fog occasional 
relief for home-bound mothers, 
decided to do something about 
tt. In the days before baby-sit- 
ting had become a recognized 
occupation, she appealed to her 
friends to’perform such a service 
without pay, belleving and soon 
proving that people could be 
moved to neighbouriy acts once 
they saw the need. Mrs. Hardy 
also became concerned about the 
old, the shut-in, and the blind 
whose loneliness, she felt, could 
be relieved by a cheery visitor 
now and then, writes Ruth KF. 
Cain in the Christian Science 
Monitor. : 

Single-handed, she set out to 
organize a system by which 
those who needed help and 
those who were willing to give 
help could be brought together. 
Her notices, mo larger than a 
sheet of ordinary typewriter pa- 
per, were. posted in public li- 
braries and welfare centres and 
soon the requests began to come 
in. 

In two large books with alpha- 
betized pages, she kept lists 
according to districts and ac- 
cording to persons’ names, 
“aunts always on the right side 
and cases on the left,” she says 

These truly altruistic aunts 
range in age from 14 upwards. 
“If they look over 40,” Mrs. 
Hardy says, “I .don’t ask, the 


ages of new aunts, Furthermore, 
money has no place in my 
scheme.” 

Any expense of postage, 
printing, or meeting is quietly 
paid by “the organizer,” as she 
calls herself. Mectings havé been 
held from time to time in the 
Manchester Town Hall at which 
prominent people tell of tha 
work that is being done. Once 
there were branches in Londor 
and Bristol. 

Today, Mrs. Hardy,. now ac 
octogenarian, finds it best te 
concentrate her activities nearer 
home. As she says, “It takes pa- 
tience and perseverance, but no- 
thing has given me so muck 
happiness.”

Nothing horrifies a seasoned ~ 


reader of sports books more than 
a “signer.” In preparing a signer, 
a famous athlete clutches a ghost 
to his Josom, mutters the story 
of his “life, and the result is 
often an abomination, 


A seasoned reader, then, 


. might automatically recoil from 


the very idea of “Dempsey,” 
since its hero employed not one 
ghost but two. Happily, Demp- 
sey and his ghosts have put to- 
gether a tasteful, unpretentious, 


thoroughly ving story of the 
most dramatic of all prize- 
fighters. 


William H, Dempsey’s life has 
been told so often and smacks 
so strongly of corn that this 
book was a dangerous undertak- 


ing. Who doesn’t know thar” 


Dempsey grew up amid the 
poverty of Western mining 
camps, that he is a Mormon 
but that he learned to fight in 
saloons as well as in rings? Who 
doesn't know, too, that he be- 
came a fierce, brutal heavy- 
ight champion «* the worl 
en lost his title to Gene Tun- 
ney? 

But Bob Considine and Bill 
Slocum, Dempsey’s collabora- 
tors, have set down much that is 
new, and have added freshness 
to much thet is familiar. The 
tragic circul.stances of Demp- 
sey’s first title defence are well 
known but that story has never 
been told with a more effective 
opening: 

“My first defense of the title 
was on Labour Day, 1920, 
against a dying friend of mine. 
I knocked him out because | 
loved thé: guy. Hell of a guy. 
Billy Miske.” (Dempsey fought 
Miske to give his friend a purse 
and knocked him out. Four years 
later, Miske was dead, a victim 


of Bright's disease). 
“When things were real 
tough,” Dempsey reports, “I'd 


walk into a strange saloon and 
say, like a skinny John L. Sulli- 
van, ‘I can lick anybody in the 
house.’ Unlike John L., I'd add, 
‘For a buck’.” 


In doing this book, the authors — 


talked to Dempsey on and off 


for six months. “W- talked in 
Palm Springs (Calif.), LA, 
Oregon, Provo, Utah,” Slocum 
says. “Jack still likes to move 


around, He tells a story well 
and he’s never lost his sense of 
humour.” The humour comes 
through nicely in the book, but 
most notable is the frankness. 
This is the most believable thing 
yet done on a man who, even 
today, remains unbelievable. 

Jack Dempsey is a sturdy 64- 
year-old now, who must be care- 
ful about what he eats. But he 
is still champion. People ask 
to shake his hand on the street 
and sometimes drunks want to 
knock him out. | 

At a Broadway restaurant one 
day recently (the one that bears 
hie name was closed for repairs 
because of a fire) Dempsey 
talked about his fighting days to 
NEWSWEEK Sports Editor Ro-

(Jess) _ Willard,” he said, “I 
weighed 180 pounds and (man- 
ager Doc) Kearns kept trying to 


' build up my confidence. He was 


always doing that and he kept 
telling me Willard was fat and 
drunk ‘all the time and couldn't 
hit. I stepped into the ring and 
there was Willard, 6 foot 6, 250 
pounds and not an ounce of fat 
on him. Right then I knew 1 
wasn't fighting for the title. I 
was fighting for my life.” 
(Dempsey destroyed Willard). 
He remembered the time in 
1927 he lost to Tunney on the 
long count in Ohicago. ‘You 
used to stand over them,” he 
gaid, “and belt them as they got 
but this time there were 
different rules. It was my fault. 
I should have backed away. I 
don’t blame. Tunney. He did 
right. When it was over, I put 
my arm around him and raised 
his hand, That’s the way to be 
in America. I put my arm 
around him and raised his hand 
and the people cheered me.” 
He remembered the people he 
had met through boxing. “Babe 
Ruth and I were introduced ten 
times,” Dempsey said, “and he 


_gtill couldn’t get my name. ‘Kid,’

That's the 
only way I knew.”

This’ easy mixture of yester- 
day and today, this effortless 
fusion of enthusiasm and matur- 
ity make it easy for a listener 
to forget that life for Jack 
Dempsey’ has been hard and 
sometimes bitter.

He was never a popular cham- 
pion until he lost.. Although he 
relishes the company of women, 
he has had dreadful luck with 
marriages. -All his three marri- 
ages ended in divorce. He has 
seen brothers die, friends die, 
the great cast of the era that 
he ruled fall away. month by 
month and year by year. 

“You don’t complain,” he said. 
“You don’t cry. But 1 always 
remember my father telling me: 
‘Rejoice when a person dies and 
feel sad when. a person is. born, 
because all that person must go 
through on earth is ahead of 
him.’” Dempsey lit a. cigar. “T 
don't want to die,” he said, “but 
I don't want to get.too old. That 


would be terrible, to live too * 
long.”

Then he was off, walk- 
ing down a .New York street. 
smiling to all the strangers who 
recognized him and called his 
name:
